Christians flee Sidon villages 

Damascus intervenes 
as Moslems take over 




BEIRUT. - Syria intervened 
yesterday in an effort to aid 
Christians in South Lebanon as 
Moslem militias and their 
Palestinian allies appeared pre- 
paring to conquer more Christ- 
ian villages around Sidon . 

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
dispatched his National Security 
Adviser, Maj. -Gen. Mohammed 
Kholi with a letter to President 
Amin Jemayei dealing with the 
sectarian bloodshed around 
Sidon. 

Lebanese Moslem militiamen and 
their Palestinian allies h2ve overrun 
eight Christian villages on tee east- 
ern and southeastern outskirts of 
Sidon since Thurday. 

Police said teat 17.090 Christian 
families have been displaced by the 
attack, which found tee victorious 
Palestinians and Moslems setting 
dozens of Christian homes afire and 
looting others. 

Kholi refused to comment on his 
three-hour visit with Jemayei and 
Prime Minister Rashid Karameh. 

Emerging from the meeting. 
Karameh said: “Syria is sparing no 
effort to help os out of our present 
crisis.'’ He did not say if there had 
been agreement on new measures to 


halt the fighting. 

The leader of the Shiite Amal 
militia. Nabih Beni, told reporters 
at his weekly news conference 
yesterday that Amal had taken con- 
trol of 14 villages east of Sidon. 
Amal officials in Sidon said some 500 
fighters were involved. 

Christian residents who did not 
flee said they welcomed Amal. “We 
fear tee Palestinians a lot.” said a 
priest. 

Amal roadblocks prevented ac- 
cess to two villages ravaged on Fri- 
day by hundreds of Palestinians from 
two adjacent refugee camps that 
suffered heavy casualties and dam- 
age in five weeks of fighting with the 
Christians. 

Bern blamed Israel and the right- 
wing Christian Lebanese Forces 
militia for the fighting, saying Israel 
wanted to distract guerrillas from 
attacks on Israeli troops. 

Beni said Israeli troops were de- 
laying their withdrawal from the 
Tyre area in tee south to stir up 
similar trouble there, and that “a 
conspiracy was being prepared for 
JezzHie/' the major Christian town 
in tee south. 

Sources in the Druse-led Progres- 
sive Socialist Party (PSP) told Reu- 
ters the presence of -Israeli-backed 


South Lebanese Army units in the 
town might be considered provoca- 
tion enough for a PSP aitack. 

Christian politicians, meanwhile, 
met at former president Camille 
Chamoun's home and called for an 
urgent meeting of the Lebanese 
cabinet to discuss the situation in 
Sidon. 

Joseph Hashem. a Maronite mem- 
ber of Lebanon's national coalition 
cabinet, told reporters after the 
meeting that the continued fighting 
in and around Sidon would eventual- 
ly lead to the partitioning of Leba- 
non along sectarian lines. 

“If a united Lebanon is what 
everyone wants, then why this vio- 
lence?” he asked. 

Reporters who visted Sidon 
yesterday said Palestinian and Mos- 
lem fighters were regrouping on the 
city's eastern fringes. They were 
moving weapons and ammunitions 
to hills'facing the Christian suburb of 
Majdalioun. 

The reporters said there also were 
occasional exchanges of machine- 
gun fire between Christian militia- 
men in Majdalioun and the opposite 
positions.

Lahad: We’ll shell Sidon if attacks don’t stop

METULLA. - SLA commander 
Gen. An tome Lahad warned yester- 
day that he would shell Sidon if the 
attacks on Christian inhabitants do 
not cease. 

Lahad said at a meeting of Christ- 
ians at Jezzine that he would not 
allow terrorists and their allies to 
continue to strike at Christians in 
Sidon and the neighbouring area. 

He said a systematic expulsion of 
all Christians from Sidon and tee 
vicinity had begun, and that some 
70,000 Christians have already fled 
to Jezzine. 

Lahad has been in the Jezzine area 
for several days and is helping the 
Christians who have fled from the 
fighting in Sidon. 

Lahad is organizing shelter for tee 


refugees, and is being helped by 
local Jezzine residents. 

The International Red Cross has 
also arrived in Jezzine to see what is 
happening. There is a shortage of 
medicine and a fear of epidemics. 

It is possible teat some of the 
refugees will eventually end up in the 
Christian enclave north of Metulla. 

Despite tee fact that tee IDF has 
left Jezzine. there are several hun- 
dred local members of tee SLA there 
protecting the local population. The 
SLA soldiers there are under the 
command of SLA headquarters in 
Marjayoun.

Israeli-organized crime feared in Miami 


MIAMI (AP). -Two men with ties 
to Israeli organized crime stole $1 
million worth of sand and gravel 
from a county road site to help build 
up their propeity. officials said. 

Joseph Lazar, 42. of Miami and 
Ezra Tessonia, 40, of Hollywood. 
Florida, were arrested Thursday and 
charged with grand theft and felony 
vandalism, a detective said. 

They are accused of stealing 
201,000 cubic metres of fill from 
property owned by Dade County: 
Police say the dirt was used to turn a 
37 acre tract in Opa-Locka from a 
trash dump into a flea market, and 
was frequently moved in broad day- 
light. 

Officials estimate it will cost more 
than Sim. to replace the dirt and at 
least S100.000 to clean up debris at 
the field, slated for use in two road 
projects. 


Lt. Dan Flynn said he compiled 
evidence showing that the reputed 
leader of one of Israel’s largest orga- 
nized crime families. Amnon Bach- 
sihan, was involved in the develop- 
ment of the flea market. 

“We are starting to see indications 
of Israeli organized crime activity in 
the Miami area," Flynn said. 

Bacfasihan, in an unrelated case, is 
charged in Miami with a beating that 
occurred at an apartment owned by 
Lazar and Tessonia. 

“Having a man of the stature of 
Bacfasihan at an apartment rented to 
the men we arrested today strongly 
suggests a link to Israeli organized 
crime." Flynn said on Thursday. 

Bacfasihan. an Israeli national 
with dual citizenship in the U.S. . was 
arrested in February and charged 
with aggravated battery. He faces 15 
years in prison if convicted.

Manv of the Christians who fled 
the Palestinran-Moslem attack have 
taken refuse in Jezzine. which is the 
main Christian town in the area. 
Schools and hospitals were flooded 
with families and officials said the 
town was suffering shortages in food 
and medical supplies. 

Lebanon’s Christian community 
staged a day-long general strike to 
protest the failure of the Lebanese 
Army to intervene to stop the attack 
on Christian villages around Sidon, 
Lebanon's third largest city with a 
population of 200.000. 

Shops, schools, banks and other 
businesses were all shut down in East 


Beirut and the Christian heartland 
north of the capital as demonstrators 
marched through streets calling for 
an end to the suffering. 

Also yesterday Lebanese army 
commander Gen. Michel Aoun 
made a brief visit to Damascus for 
military talks on the deployment of 
Lebanese army troops in the embat- 
tled southern port, the state radio 
reported. 

The army’s 32th Brigade was sent 
to Sidon following the February 16 
withdrawal of Israeli troops from the 
city and its surroundings. The sol- 
diers were augmented by 30 
armoured personnel carriers two 
weeks ago, but have yet to deploy 
outside their barracks. (AP. Reu- 
ter).

(Co nt inue d from Page One) 
aware of Gorbachev’s schedule in 
New York but added, “In any case I 
can certainly modify my calendar of 
appointments so that I can meet him 
(for) an open discussion of the things 
that divide us.” 

Reagan defended his controver- 
sial Strategic Defence Initiative, also 
called the “Star Wars” proposal, 
which has been denounced by the 
Soviet Union. He said criticism of 
the plan “seems to be a little like 
putting the cart before the horse.” 

“For now we are proceeding in a 
programme of research, we have 
nothing to deploy,” the president 
said. 

The State Department, in 
announcing the expulsion of the 
Soviet military attache, said the act 
“was in response to the unacceptable 
Soviet position on the killing of Maj . 
Arthur Nicholson and. in particular. 


to the Soviet statement of April 22.” 
That statement issued by the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington said 
Nicholson, a member of the U.S. 
military liaison mission in East Ger- 
many who was shot while observing 
a Soviet military installation on 
March 24. did not comply with a 
Soviet sentry’s warnings, and that 
the sentry was acting in strict con- 
formity with the military manual 
concerning an “unknown intruder.” 
An earlier announcement by the 
State Department had said that a 
high-level U.S. -Soviet military 
meeting had resulted in a Soviet 
agreement that no force would be 
used against members of the liaison 
mission in the future. 

But a senior U.S. official told 
reporters on Friday: “They have 
apparently reserved the right for 
their people to continue to use 
force." (AP. Reuter)

Metzenbaum of Ohio and Republi- 
can Senator Arlen Specter of Penn- 
sylvania. both Jews, organized the 
unusual Senate appeal late last 
week. They quickly rounded up 82 
co-sponsors, with many of Reagan’s 
own leading allies joining in the 
appeal. A similar message was con- 
veyed to the West German ambassa- 
dor in Washington by the House of 
Representatives on Thursday. 

White House officials, who were 
not opposing the congressional 
appeals, were clearly hoping yester- 
day that Kohl would still find some 
way to remove Bitburg from the 
schedule. The ceremony there is 
slated for next Sunday, May S. 

White House Chief of Staff 
Donald Regan, meeting with repor- 
ters on Friday, said the president is 
“anguished” over the entire affair. 
“Here's a man that spent all of his 
life in Hollywood dealing with mem- 
bers of the Jewish faith,’* Regan 
said. “He was president of the 
Screen Actors Guild. All his life he 
has been a supporter of the Jewish 
people and the State of Israel.” 

The White House is known to 
have sounded out Elie Wiesel. 
Simon Wiese nthal and other prom- 
inent Jews, including some Israelis, 
in an effort to see whether they 
would accompany Reagan to the 
Bergen-Belsen concentration camp 
that same day. But almost all of them 
have refused so long as Bitburg re- 
mains on the schedule. 


Meanwhile, Bitburg Mayor Tbeo 
Hallet said Friday that the people of 
Bitburg may themselves cancel the 
May 5 visit because they “find un- 
bearable the gushing forth of abuse 
and slander on our city and especial- 
ly on the soldiers lying in the cemet- 
ery.” 

“If it continues like this, then it 
would be better to cancel the visit oE 
the American president and our 
chancellor,” Haflet said. 


Although Kohl and Reagan could 
go to Bitburg without Hallet ’s 
approval, the mayor's remarks indi- 
cated bow much the red carpet for 
Reagan in West Germany may have 
been shortened by U.S. protests 
against the Bitburg visit. 

In Boon, the government denied 
yesterday chat the intent of inviting 
Reagan to visit the cemetery was to 
“whitewash the Nazis." 

“Too many Americans and politi- 
cians in Washington still think we are 
trying to whitewash the Nazis, or 
detract from tbeir crimes. But this 
was never our intent.” a government 
spokesman said in an evening televi- 
sion interview. 

“Our intent was to do what I have 
said. To remember the victims of 
war without considering their 
nationality. j*nd to pray for peace ~ 
he said. 

He said the Bonn government bad 
not been swayed by the U.S. senate 
vote Friday calling on Reagan to 
cancel die visit.

Bitburg and German nationalism 


BONN. - The publicity surrounding 
President Reagan's planned visit to 
the Bitburc war cemetery has given 
rise to a wave of German national- 
ism. 

Many Germans, led by rightist 
politicians, feel that a cancellation of 
fee Bitburg visit would be an insuit 
to the German nation. Others criti- 
cize the organization oi the presiden- 
tial visit as ‘‘embarrassing." while 
stressing the importance of Reagan's 
going ahead with fee visit to a cemet- 
ery where a few dozen U'affen-SS 
members are buried. 

The Bitburg affair will pass, one 
way or another, bur the nationalist 
sway in Germany is likely to stay. 

Today's German nationalism is. of 
course, influenced by the Nazi past. 
The denial of Nazi crimes is. despite 
attempts by lunatic fringes, impossi- 
ble for any thinking individual. 
Therefore, it is very popular with 
German nationalists to ignore the 
uniqueness of the atrocities commii- 
tecLby Hitler's Germany by stressing 
that Germans, too. have suffered. 

It is no coincidence feat the Bun- 
destag last week adopted a law which 
makes denying the Holocaust as 
much of an offence as denying that 
ethnic Germans were deponed from 
Eastern Europe after World War II. 
The Social Democratic opposition 
was defeated in its'anempt to pass a 
law only against the deniers of Nazi 
crimes. . 

Another method of German “eel- 


ting oxer the past. " as a catch'vord 
eoes. is to condemn all "totalitarian" 
regimes and ideologies - like Fasc- 
ism or Communism - as much as 
German National Socialism. 

Again, a resolution adopted by 
the Bundesiag last -.seek thanks to 
the support of the ruling centre-right 
coalition, illustrates the trend. The 
Social Democrats had demanded 
that the parliament condemn a meet- 
ing of former SS members due to 
take place ai fee beginnne of May. 
The coaliron pushed through, in- 
stead. a resolution decrying ''rightist 
and leftist extremism . " 

Bavarian Prime Minister. Franz 
Josef Strauss, a leading proponent of 
the nationalist camp, had decided to 
hold u ceremony commemorating all 
the x icrims not only of World War 1 1 . 
but of World War I a- wdi. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl is know n 
to be enraged by the opposition to 
Reagan's visit to Bitburg. Govern- 
ment sources have said that those 
who oppose Biiburg. such as Jewish 
organizations in the U.5.. oppose 
reconciliation between Americans 
and Germans. 

A cancellation of the Bitburg \isit 
would be interpreted by the German 
people as a capitulation to the Amer- 
icans and the Jews, the sources said. 

German media were quick n> 
stress the Jewish role in the protests 
against Reagan's visit. "The Jewish 
power" was the title of a story on the 
alleged Jewish influence in fee U.S.

The police suspect that they used 
fee following method: One of them 
would rent a deposit box for a short 
period and make a copy of the key. 
He wrould then terminate the rental 
and turn in his kev. The box would 


than be rented to someone else. The 
thief s accomplice would then rent 
another deposit box. and using the 
duplicate key. steal the contents of 
the first box. They are also suspected 
of using a master key to steal from 
deposit boxes at a Bank Leumi 
branch in the area. 

Simha Axital's lawyer said his 
diem looks after her husband, who has 
a 100 per cent disability, and ako cares 
for two other invalids.

A Hebrew University professor 
and two American scientists arc to 
conduct an experiment involving the 
■ growth of mercuric iodide crystals in 
i space aboard the manned U.S. satel- 
lite Spacelab 3 scheduled for laun- 
ching tomorrow from Cape 
Canaveral. Florida. 

Prof. Michael Schieber and U.S. 
scientist Dr. W.F. Schnepple are to 
monitor the seven- to eight-day ex- 
periment from Nasa headquarters in 
Houston, Texas. U.S. scientist Dr. 
L. Van Den Berg, a crystal expert 
who is also an astronaut, is to partici- 
pate in fee flight. 

When fee satellite is returned to 
Earth, the properties of the crystals 
grown in space in low gravity will be 
compared wife those of crystals of 
fee same material grown on the 
ground. Schieber grows these crys- 
tals at the Hebrew University. 

Mercuric iodide is a novel crystal 
used for X-ray and nuclear radiation 


detectors operating at room temper- 
atures that have been developed by 
Schieber and his colleagues. Other 
detectors require strong refrigera- 
tion systems. 

.Tbe. experiment for growing crys- 
tals in space-was proposed to Sasa 10 
years ago by Schieber and his col- 
leagues? It was picked as one of the 
six scientific experiments to be per- 
formed on the Spacelab 3 flight.

U.S. marshals join 
hunt for Mengele 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
government has sent Federal Mar- 
shals to Austria and West Germany 
as part of its hunt for Nazi war 
criminal Josef Mengele. Justice De- 
partment officials said last week. 

The marshals are helping the Jus- 
tice Department's Office of Special 
Investigations search for Mengele. a 
major fn the Nazi SS and chief physi- 
cian at the Auschwitz-Birkenau con- 
centration camp, they said. 

Stanley Moms, head of the U.S. 
Marshals Service, denied London 
press reports that 200 marshals bad 
been dispatched by President 
Reagan to Paraguay and five Euro- 
pean countries, and the implication 
that the capture of Mengele was 
imminent. 

The Marshals lack authority to 
arrest non-Americans and. to 
apprehend Mengele. would need the 
cooperation of the authorities in the 
country in which he is found.

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Nicaraguan leader to Moscow for aid 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua. - Presi- 
dent Daniel Onega and an entour- 
age of 30 officials left for Mosjcow 
yesterday to seek hard cash to patch 
up an economy in shambles from a 
sis -year guerrilla war and U.S. 
pressure for democratic change. 

A government source in Nicar- 
agua said on Friday that Onega 
planned to ask the Soviets for S200 
million in emergency cash to buy 
food and other essential products. 

As Ortega left. Nicaragua’s In- 
terior Minister Tomas Borge told an 
outdoor rally of 5,000 supporters in 
Managua that the Reagan Adminis- 
tration had launched an “attack on 
military, economic, political, ideolo- 
gical and psychological fronts, like 
five fingers on a claw, in an attempt 
to destroy the Sandinista revolu- 


tion." 

Ortega's trip follows U.S. con-, 
gressional rejection of President 
Ronald Reagan’s request for SI4 
million in assistance to the Contra 
rebels fighting to overthrow the lef- 
tist Sandinista government. 

In January. 1981, the U.S. cut off 
all aid to Nicaragua because of its 
ties with Cuba and the Soviet Union. 
It subsequently suspended purch- 
ases of Nicaraguan sugar at higher 
than current quota prices and has 
blocked applications for loans and 
credits with international banking 
organizations. 

Ortega repeated the accusation 
that the U.S. is planning to invade 
Nicaragua. 

In Washington. White House 
spokesman Larry Speakcs said the 


review of new measures to put press- 
ure on the Sandinistas did not in- 
clude using U.S. troops in the re- 
gion. "They do include political, 
economic and other measures.” he 
said- 

In San Jose, Costa Rica, a govern- 
ment official said or. Friday night 
that two Americans captured in a 
pre-dawn raid on an isolated ranch 
near the Nicaraguan border may 
have been acting as military advisers 
to rebel forces fighting inside Nicar- 
agua. 

Costa Rican Interior Minister En- 
rique Obregon Valverde identified 
the Americans as Steven Carr and 
Robert Thompson. 

Two Britons, a Frenchman, and 
nine Nicaraguans also were arrested 
in the raid. | AP.

BUDAPEST (Reuter). - An 
English-style pub complete with 
dartboard and piano is to open in 
Budapest in the next few days under 
Communist Hungary's economic re- 
form which encourages private en- 
terprise.

Office workers and other poten- 
tial customers thronged the tavern, 
called The Frigate, during a trial 
opening on Friday, suggesting that 
Hungary’s first such venture will be a 
success. 

Owner-managers Laszlo Kom- 
mer. 37, and Gabor Dobremei, 36, 
poured their life savings into the 
project and also raised a big bank 
loan to lease and furnish the premis- 
es. 


Car- washing prohibited 
in New York drought . 


NEW YORK (AP). - Mayor Ed- 
ward Koch declared a drought 
emergency on Friday, triggering 
mandatory water-conservation mea- 
sures for New York City residents 
and businesses. 


Pennsylvania Governor Dick 
Thornburgh also proclaimed a 
drought emergency in 16 eastern 
Pennsylvania counties, setting in 
place mandatory restrictions on wa- 
ter use. 

Under Koch's announcement, 
lawns, gardens and golf courses are 
restricted to early-morning and late- 
evening watering on alternate days. 
Washing automobiles is prohibited. 
Commercial car-washes must use re- 
cycled water and restaurants can 
serve a glass of water only if a 
customer requests it. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - United 
Press International, acknowledging 
that zt lacks sufficient funds to cover 
its current payroll, said its directors 
unanimously authorized the news 
service Friday to file for protection 
from creditors under federal bank- 
ruptcy statutes. 

A news story transmitted by UPI 
said there was no indication whether 
or when Luis Nogales, UPI chair- 
man and chief executive officer, 
might exercise his authority to file 
for reorganization under chapter 11 
of the federal bankruptcy law. 

The UPI story Said the authoriza- 
tion was made shortly before noon 
by the company's four -member 
board of directors, meeting in Los 
Angeles. 

A company spokesman bad said 
earlier the directors were “seriously 
considering entering into chapter 11 
to safeguard UPI and give it some 
protection." Ic a telephone inter- 
view be said it was “business as 
usual" for UPTs news service Fri- 
day. 

Friday's UPI story, quoting un- 
identified sources, said Nogales 
“promptly took steps to try to 
arrange coverage of current payroll 
cheques which a key leader had de- 
clined to honour in a move apparently 
aimed at forcing the company to 
submit to court supervision." UPTs 
principal lender is Foothill Capital 
Carp, of Los Angeles. 

Meanwhile, UPI began notifying 
subscribers last week that it is in- 
creasing its rates by 9.9 per cent 
effective today. In a letter, Nogales 
said the increase will “provide essen- 
tial revenue.’^ .

An ultrasound examination can 
also locate the position of the 
placenta. This is important before 
amniocentesis, the withdrawal of a 
sample of toe amniotic fluid sur- 
rounding toe baby for analysis, to 
keep the needle used away from the 
placental area, or where there has 
been ante-natal bleeding which 
might have originated in the 
placenta. Also, ultrasound can reli- 
ably establish toe exact position or 
‘lie’ of the baby before or during 
labour, when this cannot be ascer- 
tained precisely by other means. 
And, in the. bands of a skilled oper- 


ator, a scan can be used to determine 
whether all the contents of the womb 
have been completely expelled fol- 
lowing an abortion. 

Thus ultrasound is a useful and 
versatile examination, which can 
often assist in finding a speedy 
answer to a wide range of questions 
which can arise in association with 
patient care during pregnancy. It 
must be stressed, however, that toe 
majority of pregnancies progress 
quite normally, without any problem 
or difficulty whatsoever, with 
routine ante-natal care. In such 
cases, there is invariably no diagnos- 
tic necessity for ultrasound at any 
stage. As is also the case with any

ternal organs, e.g. the gall-bladder 
to check for gallstones. But all that 
merits another article.

NEW YORK (API- - Coca-Cola 
announced last week that it is chang- 
ing the secret flavour formula for 
Coke, its flagship product for 99 
years and the world's best-selling 
soft drink. Executives of the com- 
pany declined to say at a news con- 
ference whether the new product 
was sweeter- tasting. 

“You can’t measure sweetness, 
said Roberto Goizueta, chairman 
and chief executive officer of the 
company, "it’s a smoother, rounder, 
yet bolder taste." 

Coca-Cola executives did suggest 
earlier in the dav at a meeting with 
securities analysts that the new Coke 
indeed tastes sweeter than before, 
but still is not as sweet-tasting as 
Pepsi-Cola, the No. 2 brand, 
analysts said. 

Goizueta said the change would 
not significantly increase the calories 
in Coke. 

Analysts said the company s move 
to reformulate Coke was an attempt 
to regain a market share it has lost in 
recent years - to archrival Pepsico 
Inc.'s Pepsi and also to its own, 
extremely successful Diet Coke. 

Pepsico, the second-largest soft 
drink company, immediately 
claimed that the change proved 
“Pepsi tastes better than Coke. ’ 
Coca-Cola's stock fell S1.625 to 
close at S70 a share on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Coca-Cola said this was the first 
I time it has changed-Coke’s original 


flavour formula, which is called 
Merchandise 7X and whose mgre- 
dients are known only to a handful at 
executives. However, early on the 
company substituted spent coca 
leaves for cocaine and has changed 
ihe sweeteners it uses. 

International distribution of the 
new Coke will begin within a few 
months, it added. 

“It’s a response to the fact that 
brand Coke has lost significant mar- 
ket share.” said David Goldman, an 
analyst with the investment firm 
E.F. Hutton & Co. , , 

In 1984 Coke held 24.8% of the 
total market, down from 25.4% the 
previous year. Goldman said. Pepsi- 
Cola’s share slipped to 18.1% from 
18.2%. while Diet Coke rose to 
5.5% from 3.5%. 

Coca-Cola began life in 1886 as a 
fountain drink sold in an Atlanta, 
Georgia, drugstore. Today it is the 
backbone of a company that took in 
$ 7.4 billion last year as the world s 
biggest producer of soft drinks. 

The formula for Coca-Cola, de- 
veloped by pharmacist John Pem- 
berton, is perhaps one of the best- 
kept secrets in American industry. It 
is locked in an Atlanta bank vault. 

The drink was first bottled in 1894 
in Vicksburg, Mississippi, by Joseph 
A. Biedenham. a candy store owner 
who was so impressed with demand 
for the drink at his soda fountain that 
he began to take it in bottles to 
plantations and lumber camps.

Former Wimbledon -and Macca- 
biah champion Dick Savitt, now the 
ITCs overseas tennis director, is in 
Israel at present on his sixth annual 
vistt- During his fortnight's stay, he 
is holding tennis dinics atmost of the 
Centre’s eight facilities from Kiryut 
Shmona to Arad. Savitt is also advis-

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Lebanon’s deadly script 


LONG BEFORE the start of its withdrawal from southern 
Lebanon, Israel warned the Lebanese government and other 
interested parties that after the troops depart, the warring 
communal factions would cause blood to flow. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin issued the warning loud and 
clear and urged the Beirut authorities not to permit a vacuum to 
emerge, but rather to allow extensive deployment of Unifil. 

But Amin Jemayel and his government were apparently 
more interested in Syria's wishes than the safety and security of 
the communal groups in southern Lebanon, including Mr. 
Jemayel own Christian brethren. The Lebanese Army,- it was 
said, would move in behind the IDF and fill the vacuum. Since 
that army, such as it is, did not have any record that could 
warrant much confidence, no one, least of all the Lebanese 
themselves, took the Beirut government’s bravado seriously. 

The price that was to be paid in southern Lebanon was not 
long in coming. And during the past few days that price has 
especially struck the Christian villages in the vicinity of Sidon. 

Presumably, the Christian militia leaders decided that these 
villages would not be defensible except perhaps with very large 
militia forces, which apparently they were not in a position to 
supply. So instead of defence, there has been evacuation, but 
there has also been bloodshed, pillage and chaos. 

These events are only the latest example of the dominant 
reality of Lebanese life - the weakness, or perhaps more 
precisely, absence, of any central institutions that can maintain 
social order, in the face of the contending communal factions. 

Little wonder then that yesterday some Christian leaders in 
Beirut again called for partition of the country. That partition 
already exists socially, culturally, and politically. It even exists 
to a considerable degree geographically, as the Druse, and the 
Christians in the north, including east Beirut, live in fairly 
homogeneous ethnic entities. 

However, there seems to be little chance that this idea will go 
beyond rhetoric and; gain institutional form, if for no other 
reason than that Syria won't allow it. 

Instead, continuing internal strife seems to be Lebanon's 
fate, for the conditions which make it possible serve too many 
interests. 

It is this that will continue to make Lebanon an incendiary 
region along Israel's northern border after the withdrawal is 
completed, but it is better to guard against spillage from this 
boiling cauldron, than to keep our hand in it. 


Remembering with others 


ARMENIANS around the world last week held memorial 
meetings to mark the 70th anniversary of the massacre of their 
people by Ottoman Turkey in World War One. 

As every year, the anniversary W3S also commemorated by 
the Armenian community in Israel, and especially Jerusalem, 
and a symposium, attended by the Armenian archbishop, was 
held at the Hebrew University. 

Not surprisingly. Armenians take for granted that the Jewish 
people, also a victim of genocide, can especially sympathize 
with their feelings and their determination never to forget. This 
gains expression not only in Israel, but also abroad, and 
especially in the U.S. , where Armenians solicit participation by 
Jewish organizations and personalities in the memorial events. 

Yet, over the years quiet forms of pressure have been applied 
to dampen and dilute such participation. And last week it was 
even reported in the U.S. press that some Jews were warned by 
unnamed Turkish sources that such participation could have 
detrimental effects on the Jewish community in Turkey. 

- Israeli authorities have also been ambivalent at best on the 
subject. Reportedly, the Foreign Ministry sought to dissuade 
Mayor Teddy Kollek from participating in the Jerusalem 
memorial meeting. 

Quite obviously identification with the Armenians for the 
tragedy that struck their people is inconvenient for Israel's 
relations with Turkey. For modem Turkey, like contemporary 
Germany, wants, understandably, to bury and forget that 
chapter of the past. 

But if the Jewish people and Israel demand that their 
Holocaust can never be forgotten, and that no political 
considerations can supersede that imperative, then they cannot 
be amongst those who would join the forgetters and distorters 
of the genocide of another people. 

It is an ironic coincidence that the outcry over President 
Reagan's agenda in Germany occurs just at the time when the 
Armenians memorialize their past. Mr. Reagan too, for what 
he considers good political reasons, believes it is time to set 
■Germany's past aside, and to see the dead victimizes also as 
victims. 

The Jewish people, here and in the U.S.. have been in the 
forefront of criticism of the president's historical opacity, to 
understate the issue. But if we believe political considerations 
are illegitimate for Mr. Reagan’s attempt to look forward and 
not backward, let us not apply, or even seem to apply, a 
different standard with respect to the Armenians and their past.

Still, the Stale Department offi- 
cially announced on Friday, as ex- 
pected. ihat Secretary of State 
George Shultz has added Egypt and 
Jordan to his itinerary during an 
overseas journey which will bring 
him to Israel on May 10 to partici- 
pate in ceremonies marking the 40th 
anniversary of the end of World War 

n. 

Shultz, who will join President 
Reagan in West Germany before 
flyingin Israel. Egypt and Jordan, is 
later abo slated to meet with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
in Vienna. 

A State Department spokesman 
told reporters on Friday that Mur* 
phvhad made “no dramatic break- 
through” during his talks in the Mid- 
dle East. 

“He has had a series of informa- 
tive and useful meetings with leaders 
in the region.” the spokesman said. 
“We are assessing in an open frame 
of mind initiatives coming from the 
region. We are seeking practical 
steps that would lead to direct nego- 
tiations between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours and ultimately result in a 
just and lasting peace for the re- 
gion.” 


The spokesman said the TJ.S. ex- 
pects “this to be a slow, gradually 
developing process and I would 
advise against expectations of sud- 
den breakthroughs or dramatic 
events.” 

The key problem involves the 
composition of the Palestinian con- 
tingent in the proposed joint delega- 
tion with Jordan. Before leaving 
Washington. Murphy had indicated 
a readiness to meet with a joint 
delegation provided that suitable 
Palestinians could be found. 

But that has proven extremely 
difficult, according to U.S. officials 
who said that neither Jordan nor 
Egypt is apparently overly anxious 
to oppose PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat on this issue. Moderate 
Palestinians, moreover, are also said 
to fear joining such a team without 
the specific blessings of Arafat. 

U.S. officials yesterday said it is 
still unclear whether any suitable 
Palestinian names - so-called "non- 
PLO” Palestinians - can be found in 
time for Shultz to meet with such a 
group during his trip to the region. 
One informed U.S. source indicated 
it would be “extremely unlikely" foT 
Shultz to be able to sit down with a 
joint delegation.

sion ifund pays its 14,000 benefi- 
ciaries the "equivalent of about 
$7.50 every two months for a single 
person and $9 for a couple.” That set 
me pondering bow the Histadrut 
perceives staying alive in these infla- 
tionary times, and whether the 
labour federation's members know 
how to get a piece of the Dor L 'dor 
pie. 

An unscientific telephone poll of a 
random choice of 10 friends and 
neighbours, whom I knew to be 
Histadrut members, showed that not 
one had ever heard of Dor L'dor. 

I couldn’t get through to the His- 
tadrut spokesman, so I consulted my 
handbook on “Structure and Activi- 
ties of the Histedrur.” On page 49 1 
learned that Dor L’dor is "operated 
by Mish'an to pay monthly social 
payments to aged Histadrut mem- 
bers of limited means.” 

Dor L'dor is significant to me, a 
tiny symptom of something much 
bigger. While elections to Histadrut 
bodies are weeks away, the entire 
question of the relationship between 
die gigantic general federation of 
labour and its more than three mil- 
lion members is being ignored. 

The Histadrut is the biggest eco- 
nomic organization in Israel, owning 
or controlling close to 30 per cent of 
the economy and employing over 25 
per cent of the country's labor force. 

For part of its membership, 
which includes over 75 per cent 
of the population, the Histadrut 
itself is an amorphous mega- 
bureaucracy.

Kupat Holim, too , has been in the 
news recently in connection with 
Treasury pressure to cat subsidization 
of its activities. The upshot of the 
confrontation between Finance 
Mmiste. Yitzhak Moda'i and His- 
tadrut loyalist Health Minister Mor- 
dechai Gur has been the latter’s 
announcement that ways will have to 
be found for Kupat Holzm (oops, I 
meant Histadrut) members to cover 
a budgetary shortfall of $60 million. 

Few, if any Kupat Hofim mem- 
bers, however, like the friends in my 
telephone poll, know that not all of 
their dues go to covering their 
medical needs. It used to be that only 
40 per cent of the withheld Histadrut 
does went to Kupat Holim Clalit and 
the other 60 per cent to financing the 
rest of the Hist ad rut's activities, 
bureaucracy and a plethora of un- 
known and un desired Dor L 'dors. 

That was when the Labour Party 
controlled the government and the 
Treasury. After the advent of the 


Likud governments in 1977 and anti- 
Histadrut Liberal Party ministers 
took control of the Treasury, gov- 
ernment support for Kupat Holim 
was cut back sharply. 

The Histadrut was compelled to 
change die ratio and earmark 60 per 
oent, instead of only 40 per cent, of 
dues revenue for Kupat Holim. and 
the remaming 40 per cent for foe rest 
of its activities. Which is still an 
astronomical sum. 

One would think' that the. inten- 
tion of squeezing another $60m. out 
of the membership, when 40 per cent 
of foe dues goes to maintaining 
bureaucracies and activities on 
which they were never consulted, 
would be a major election issue. It is, 
of course, no secret, that it isn't. 

The current election campaign is. 
as can be expected, all about who 
will control the social, economic and 
political giant. But in contending for 
control, and the political, economic 
and personal goodies .that derive 
from it, no one is contending over 
what foe Histadrut should be, and 
what it should mean to its members 


at foe end of its seventh decade. ... 

Labour Party functionaries have 
generally evaded 5uch introspection 
or reforming and adapting- ,the 
Histadrut to the needs of Israel of 
foe 1980s.
